In response to the Restriction Requirement dated December 30, 2002, Applicant 
hereby elects the claims of Group I (claims 1 and 3) for substantive examination. 

In response to the requirement for an election of species, applicants hereby elect 
the species of SEQ ID NO: 1 for substantive examination. This election is without 
traverse to the extent it is understood that, upon the finding of an allowable species, 
examination will continue with the remaining species until all species have been 
examined, or a non-allowable species is found. The finding of the Director of the 
Biotechnology at the USPTO is noted, but it is also noted that this finding is a general 
finding and not applied to the facts of the instant case as required by In re Zurko. 
Hence, reconsideration of the applicability of this finding is respectfully requested. 

Reconsideration of the restriction requirement as to groups VI- VIII is 
respectfully requested. It is submitted that these are related to the elected group ! as 
product and method of use thereof. It is respectfully submitted that such method claims 
should be examined and allowed along with the product claim, particularly if the 
product claim is ultimately directed to a single SEQ ID NO. as is suggested in the 
Official Action. 
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It is respectfully submitted that this application is in condition for substantive 
Examination, which action is respectfully requested.
